The purpose of 
1Z.HL1L.A. butterfat tests*is to pro- 
vide dairy-men with a means of 
determining the level of milk pro- 
duction and its associated butterfat 
content for each cow in the herd. 

‘This will assist the producer in sel- 

ecting the best producing and but- 

terfat yi animals to improve 
his herds output. 

The Composite Sample test results: 
The composite sample test is de- 

signed to be operationally inexpen- 

sive and efficient for the purpose of 
producer payments. 

Method of Sample taking & testing: 

D.H.LA. Samples: 

Under the D.H.1LA. program, milk 
samples are collected once a month. 
A sample from each cow in produc- 
tion is taken by a qualified govern- 
ment employee if the producer's 
milk is tested under the “super- 
vised" program. If the sampling is

Low Interest Money Available To 
Farmers For Tile Drainage 
(By D. E. Presant, Agricultural 
Engineer, Stirling) 

In June of 1971, the Tile Drainage 
Act, 1971, became law, replacing the 
old Tile Drainage Act which had 
been in effect for over 90 years. 

The old Act was extremely valu- 


able to farmers for tile installation 
and in this respect there is very 
little change in the new Act, for 
example: 

A farmer may borrow from the 
provincial treasury, through the} 
township council; up to 75 per cent | 
of the total cost of installing a tile 
system; the interest rate on this 
loan is 4 per cent; repayment is ov- 
er a ten year period in equal p&y- 
ments of principal and interest, 
paid in taxes; total loan may be re-| 
paid in full at any time during this | 
ten year period; municipality must | 
have a valid borrowing (enabling) | 
by-law in effect. 


Farmers wishing to borrow mon- | 
ey under the Tile Drainage Act, | 
1971, must apply to the township | 
council. Your township council will | 
be in one of the following situations, 
and this is what they must do in) 
order that you may borrow this low 
interest money: 
4. If your municipality has never 

passed a by-law under the old or 

the new Tile Drainage Act, then 
they can proceed to pass the by- | 
law under the new Tile Drainage 

“Act, 1971. This procedure has| 

been greatly simplified in the 

new Act and should not take) 
more than one month to com-) 
plete. 

2. If your municipality passed the | 
by-law under the old Tile Drain- | 
age Act before January 1, 1970, 
they will only be able to loan 

' money under this by -law. until 
December 1, 1971. At, or prefer- 
ably before that tme, they must 
pass a borrowing by-law under 
the Tile Drainage Act, 1971, so 
that they may continue to lend 
money to farmers. 

3. If your municipality has passed 
an Enabling By-law under the 
old Tile Drainage Act since Jan- 
uary 1, 1970, they can continue 
to lend money under the Tile 
Drainage Act without passing al 
new by-law.

Your carrier or trucker is 
required by law to issue a bill of 
lading to the shipper. But farmers 
are one segment of the business 
world that by and large don’t both- 
er to use bills of lading. 

Many examples can be found to 
Hlustrate the need for bills of lad- 
ing. Sometimes farmers will ship 
cattle to market, only to find they 
are credited with fewer head than 
shipped when their cheques arrive 
These animals are difficult for any- 
one to locate if they are not identi- 
fied properly. Without bills of lad- 
ing the shippers can prove nothing, 
and so are out of pocket. Certainly 
the farmer can change his methods 
after this happens, but he is still 
out of pocket by the amount of the 
value of the lost livestock. And it 
could happer. again if a bill of lad- 
‘Ing is not provided. . 

How do you get a bill of lading? 
Simply ask the trucker when he 
picks up your shipment. He is re- 
quired by law to carry them in his 
truck and to issue them to the ship- 
per. It must show the date, the 
name of the shipper and place of 
shipment, and what is carried. The 
trucker mut sign it, acknowledge 
that this is his receipt, and the ship- 
per should sign it to acknowledge 


it is good business to use them, 
amd not a show of lack of trust in 
your trucker, who may be a neigh- 
bour and a friend.
